When Defective Rail Gives 
way. 


Cars Remain Upripht and Con­ 


tents are not Thrown ant.

Fifteen freight car* were derailed 
lift ween J a c k ’* 
M ountain and Iron 
Spring* at 3.15 thin m orning when the 
top of a rail broke. 
The track wa* 
torn up *onie distance hut little other 
dam age wa* done a* 
all tile 
car* 
rem ained upright and none 
of their 
content* wa* 
Apii led. 
Not even 
a 
coupling or hose wa* broken 
and no 
one wa* burt. 


The train wa* one of the heavy Fort 
Covington freight* 
and had slowed 
down to aliout eight mile* an hour to 
cross the trestle near 
the 
w ater t*nk 
above .lack’* Mountain, and this doubt 
Ie** prevented a more serious accident 
a* the cars were derailed on 
a heavy 
grade. 


The train was quickly stopped 
and 
the engine, w ith the 
cars which re­ 
mained 
on 
the 
track*, 
came 
on 
through 
W recking crew* were sum 
moned from Fort Covington and Hag 
eistow n hut a* the trouble occurred in 
a cut, work wa* found to tie very diffi­ 
cult and it reqnireu many hours to get 
the cars huck on the track and to get 
the track in *hape again. 
Aliout tit- 
teen rail length* of track were torn up 
and this also took 
considerable time. 
Traffic was delayed for 
some hours 
and it wa* found necessary to transfer 
passenger*.

The derision of the union bosses 
followed a day of almost continuous 
rioting, in which a man ami a boy 
were killed and sixty persons were 
hurt. The trouble spread over the en 
fire Houtheastern section of the city 
and flared up generally wherever j>o | 
lice protection was inadequate. It was 
one of the worst days Philadelphia has 
suffered since tho carmen walked out. 
The order for a general sym pathetic 
strike was determ ined on as the only 
m eans to force the Rauid Transit com ­ 
pany to arbitrate with its no n. 
Tile 
action of the fVntral Iffie r union puts 
R up to the individual unions to vote 
w hether thev want to strike. As a mat 
trr of fact, most of them have voted 
already to go out. 
The danger lies In this, that the 
striking carmen will have th,. . d i v e 
helf 
of perhaps TIO.olio Idle men. a 
restless, dissatisfied force, that may 
pi od uce far more disorder than the 
fity has yet seen. The resumption of
